Worhf material at my comm uul is very scanty, and I am afraid that the 
()>ld World ornithologists are in about tbe same dilhculty with respect to 
A. i^aiubvIL However, Mr. Ridgway and I, going over onr material con- 
jointlv, found that the length of the exposed culmen in typical A. dlbifrons 
varies between 40 and 45 mm., while in A. irambcli the range is between 
^6 and 60 mm. The •^’'ega’ exiwdition skin with a hill of 47 mm. conse- 
(piently falls within the limits of .1. jrambeli, and confirms my conjectuic 
that all the birds of tbe Asiatic Pacific coast belong to this form. 

Palnien, on p. 442, charges that authors have overlooked Kittlitz's 
statement in regard to the su])])osed occurrence of Philactt cundi^ica 
[ Auscr pic/ns Pall.) in Kamtschatka, but on p. 318 of my -Results, etc.,’ 
be will find that I have referred to Kittlitz’s bird, and identifietl it as )>rob- 
ably belonging to Bntnia /lutc/iiusii, a reference which is no doubt en¬ 
tirely correct.— L. Stejneger. 

A Catalogue of the Birds of North Carolina.*—The aiitlmr is induceil 
to present this work in its “present imperfect form” in “the hope that the 
])ublication now of tbe records of tbe work, so far as it has )>rogressed, 
may stimulate a ilesire in resilient North Carolinians in ditlerent parts of 
the State to collect material and record observations of tbe birds to be 
I’ound within our State limits.” 'I'wo hundred and fifty-five “sj)ecics and 
subspecies” are enumerated, of which “about 120 species have been ob¬ 
served and absolutely identified” by the author, who acknowledges his 
indebteilness, for notes on the occurrence of the major ]K)rtion of the 
remaining one hundred and thirty-five, to Charles F. Datchelder, William 
Ilrew.ster, 11 . II. and C. S. IJrimley, and John S. Cairnes, but has evidently 
overlooked Coues’s TUrds observed at P'ort Macon, N. C..’t and also 
Sennett’s -()bservations in Western North Carolina Mountains in 1886.’J 
which contain twenty species not included in the present ‘Catalogue,’ 
w hile a re-examination of Cairnes’s list will add one jnore. being largely 
based on the printed works of tbe authors mentioned, it contains com- 
parativelv little original matter requiring comment, but notices of the 
ca]>ture of Cbai ctcrnlescetts. (“taken on Rogue beach, one mile from I'ort 
Macon in .spring of 1884”) and Spizclla (“Chapel Hill, March 8. 

1886”) are apparently here recorded for the first time. An ai’pendix,
